A TURBID PHILOSOPHER. 

Eugene Sua tells a story about a mounte- 
bank who weut through the country exhibit- 
ing himself as alusus nalurcc in the character 
of a " man-fish." The protended animal 
ra»do some rather startling sounds and 
•plashes ia a large cistern of water, and when 
public curiosity was sometimes inconvenient- 
ly inquisitive, tho cunning creatine had a 
trick of suddenly disappearing from tho sur- 
face, and stirring up tho mud at the boltom, 
10 as to shut himself out from tho vulgar gaze. 
The editor of tho Chronicle is great in emulat- 
ing tho mud-stirring propensities of the "man 
fish." When his blunders have gut him into an 
awkward predicament, down he plunges, and 
learcs the spectator gazing on tho lurbid pool. 
When we pointed out his absurd fallacies 
in reference to Mr. Gladstone, to tho exten- 
aion of tho suffrage, the British Constitution, 
and tho American war, ono might naturally 
hare expected that ha would have acknow- 
ledged his mistakes, or at least li uveal tempted 
to disprove our arguments. Bui no, tho er- 
ratic gou'us has evidently an antipathy to 
ratiocination, and accordingly indulges in the 
" man-fish" peculiarities, giving its an 
ofTusion which might appropriately be 
headed '' mental obfuscation ;" for we defj 
any intelligent person to tell us what it 
means. Like tha malicious, cowardly boy 
who rosorts to calling ill ua'tured name*, be- 
cause he is lacking iu more manly clmracter- 
islics, this philosopher of the Chronicle, un- 
able to answer or refute a biugle ono of our 
remarks on Saturday. " unpacks," liko Ham- 
let, "his heart with words, and falls 'a 
•colding' liko a very drab — a scullion." 
Carried away with the volubility of a virago 
and thu pomposity of a parish beadle, he 
assumes the position of some bedlamite Sir 
Oracle, and arraigns our pretensions and 
character before his demented tribunal of one. 
Had the writer beon guided in the slightest 
degree by sane reflections, he would have 
known that his demeanor, after charging 
others with sell-importance, should have 
been one of humility ; and had he been 
a self-examining or prudent man he 
would have never touched on the dan- 
gerous grouud of personal character. How- 
ever, we make same allowance for a 
alrange idiosnycracy, as well as n wounded 
vanity, and when he presumes to toll us that 
tbe reading community have gone into the 
grocery bunnies* nnd weighed r.ur preten- 
sions, leaving the result in the hands of 30 
immaculate a judge as himself, we good- 
humoredly bow to the verdict, as wo woald to 
any atartling condemnation of some deranged 
unfortunate who is occasionally restrained for 
personal safety. When he tells us that wa 
are iusiucore in our advocacy ol the extension 
of the franchise — or in other words, that we 
don't believe in it — ho assumes an omniscience 
that we think the most'eonccitcd mortal 
would have some little scruple about arrogat- 
ing; but when he informs us in the linish of 
bis artiole that wa do belicce in the t-itension 
of the franchise, wo are at a lots which to 
pity most — the man's profanity, or that men- 
tal obliquity that leads him to ns=ert ono 
thing, and declare the opposite, in almost the 
aama breath. When we look at his attempted 
aummary of Mill's) remarks on the suffrage, 
we are no belter off. With a kind 
of barbaric cruelty, ho hacks the 
philosopher's ideas into such distorted 
fragments that we could almost fancy them 
tha Chronicle's own. lie says, .Mr. Mill 
distinguishes " between the enfranchisement 
of every being who has arrived at yoars of 
discretion, and acquired tha rudiment of 
education and the enfranchisement of the 
white race to the exclusion of those whose 
complexions are of a darker hue, and between 
that sdini-democracy founded on manhood 
•affrago and the true democracy founded on 
the universal suffrage which' knows no dis 
Unction of sex." We have ilahoiseJ the latter 
clause of each of the above slatemeuts to 
show more clearly how villanouily poor Mr. 
Mill'i schemes bave been mangled. Tho 
Chronicle writer does not tell us which of the 
•yitemt meets with the approbation of Mr. 
Mill, but leaves it to the discrimination of 
bis readers to find out. A nice Sunday's 
work they have had ol i:, truly, if lliey at- 
tempted the task. To pot so arduous a labor 
befoic any portion of the community on the 
Sabbath day is, to say the least, disreputable. 
Taking the proposition ns it stands, we woul I 
have Mr. Mill advocating tho exclusion of 
aolored races, anil believing in a true demo- 
cracy which knows no distinction of sex; or 
we should have the celebrated writer enun- 
ciating the view that every being who has 
nrtivod at years of discretion and acquired 
the rudiments of education, should be enfran- 
chised, and that semi-democracy founded on 
manhood Buffrage, should be the proper 
basin of the franchise. A man, after 
a perusal of the lucid diction of Mill, to sit 
down and write such balderdash us the fore- 
going is scarcely in place as a mouthpiece ol 
public sentiment. It is almost unnecessary 
lor us to say that Mr. Mill believes in neither 
exclusion on the ground of color nor exclus- 
ion on the ground of sex. 

The whole artiole of our contemporary is, 
however, made up of similar hodge-podge lo 
the foregoing. Not satisfied with wandering 
out of his depth in his previous lucubrations 
on Mr. Gladstone's speech, he again plunges 
thoughtlessly into the subject, nnd, as before 
oomes up looking wild and exhr.usted, mut- 
tering incoherently something about " nb- 
itraet right." I In has evidently understood 
as little about our remarks on this question 
on Saturday as he tins of tho political econ- 
omy of John Slunrt Mill, or the causa of tho 
American war. We will now, however, 
dismiss the " man fish " with n few words of 
advice. When he attempts to discuss a 
question, nover let his temper get ihu belter 
of his judgment, or hn will probably ngnin re- 
lapio into the inducuncy of throwing aiper- 
•iom on his opponent's eh tractor ; or into 
<ba vanity of setting himself up ns judge 
of llw popular verdict. He must not content 
himself irith shrieking " vain assumptions, 
denial nf facts, foolish mistakes, palpable 
blunders," etc.etc., tor the aiuiplo reason that 
it 'll not argument. He must t'ojjvut us of 
Mistakes or blunders. Wo garo an in- 



terpretation to Mr. Gladstone's speech which 
the writer of the Chronicle objected to. Why- 
did he not attempt to prove wo were wrong. 
Wo quoted Mr. Mill on the extension of tbe 
franchise ; because we believe In that gen. 
tleman's political economy ; why did our 
contemporary content himself with an en- 
tangled luaisol verbiage— protending to give 
Mr. Mills' thoughts clearor than the philoso- 
pher himself ! Did he mean to concur with 
Mr. Mill or say that Mr. Mill was 
wrong — or did he mean to make him 
wronn by Chronicle diction ? When 
wo pointed out — not by sneers or vnin 
assumption, but by a very simple fact— that 
our contemporary knew nothing about the 
British Constitution ; why did he not confess 
he was iu error, or prove his positiou ? When 
we showed he was equally astray in suppos- 
ing that universal suffrage caused the present 
civil war in America, why did ho not bring 
his Btock of knowledge forward to substan- 
tiate his statement ? Instead of acting in this 
rational manner, the turbid philosopher flies 
off at a tangent, charging us with having an 
immoderately high opinion of ourselves. — 
Well, perhaps we have, and perhaps we have 
not; but what, in Heaven's name, has that got 
to do with auargumont — does that show that 
he was at tho building of the British Consti- 
tution, and that he knows every brick or stone 
that is embraced in its structure I— does it 
prove that hecauso Pat Finnerty voted in 
Baltimore with no other qualification than 
that of nmnhood, Grant and Lee are now 
confronting each other in tho vicinity of 
Richmond ? Surely our contemporary 1 !) 
mental vision, however affected it may be, 
will seo the absurdity ol this position, and 
surely he is not so demented ui not to per- 
ceive that impertinent personalities are ex- 
ceedingly bad substitutes for ralioual argu- 
ment.

The California slontuer Ocean Queen, on 
her departure from this port lor Aspiuwell, on 
the loth ult., look out 217 sailors, must ol 
whom hud been transferred from the army to 
the navy; and aha had on board also about 
5 )0 puKsengera. Ou tho third day about 30 
Of the sailors attempted lo ceize tiie steamer. 
Thoro had been indications ol trouble pre- 
vious to Ibis attempt, but tho men Ini led to 
put their plot into execution. It eeems that 
these men hod formed a plan t.> seize the 
steamship. Their first object was the killing 
of all persons who should oppose them, nnd 
the conspiracy included the running of the 
vessel, alter lier seizure, on their own account. 
The intention of tho mutineers was to take 
the vossel on the first night alter her depar- 
ture, but they had no engineer among their 
number who could work her engines. Threats 
of violence had, however, been somewhat 
openly tundo, and thorc was much excite- 
ment on board.
